On Nanking Bombings 


WASHINGTON, (iP) — Japan bluntly 
advised the United States today that 
she will continue to bomb military ob- 
jectives in the Chinese capital of Nan- 
king, despite vigorous American pro- 
tests over aerial attacks on urban areas 
populated by peaceful people and non- 
military property. 

The Japanese asserted, in a formal 
note to Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
that the bombing of military facilities 
in and around Nanking ‘‘is a necessary 
and unavoidable measure for attain- 
ment of the military objectives of the 
Japanese forces.” 

Japan promised not to aim bombs 
at non-combatants and reiterated her 
“desire” to avoid injuring nationals or 
property of other countries “if pos- 
sible.” 

State department officials made pub- 
lic the text of the note, written by Koki 
Hirota, Japanese foreign minister, but 
declined to comment on the reply un- 
til American diplomatic officials have 
had opportunity to study its impli- 
cations.
